Half the bu ildings of that town 
of 8,000 were reported leveled, 
inclu ding an ancient colonial 
chu rch. Scores — perhaps hu n­ 
dreds— of residents in the area 
most severely affected by the 
tremor were in hospitals or has­ 
tily improvised first aid stations. 
State and federal governments 
mobilized relief forces to aid 
hu ndreds of homeless persons. A 
special train, carry ing phy si­ 
cians and nu rses, reached Mal­ 
trata from Orizaba, 13 miles 
away in the mou ntainou s cou n­ 
try arou nd the long dormant 
volcano named Orizaba. 
The shocks began at 9:48 p. 
m. and lasted as long as two ani. 
a half minu tes in some places. 
In Veracru z and Pu ebla states, 
dazed su rvivors ran into the 
streets, screaming, weeping and 
pray ing, then tu rned back to dig 
in the wreckage of their homes 
for those who had not escaped. 
Orizaba reported five dead and 
major property damage. Esper­ 
anza, Pu ebla, had five dead. Two 
were killed in Veracru z City and 
two in Ciu dad Serdan, Pu ebla.

People in Wy oming shou ld lead 
the list of atmospheric orators. 
High for the state is 116 de­ 
grees, and low is 66 below zero, 
or a range of 182 degrees. 
Floridians have the least to 
talk abou t, on that basis. High 
is 109 and low 2 below zero, or 
a total range of 111. 
Next to Wy oming is North Da­ 
kota, with a high of 124 and a 
low of 56 below for a range of 
180 degrees. 
Close behind Florida is Rhode 
Island, where the record high is 
only 100 and the low 18 below 
zero, or a range of 118.

ranges: 
Montana 178 degrees, Sou th 
Dakota 174, Minnesota 173, Cali­ 
fornia 
170, Idaho 173, Sou th

“Look over the record-breaker 
map,” said Kincer, “and y ou ’ll 
get some su rprises abou t what 
places have been hot and some 
others that have been cold.” 
Figu res show, 
for instance, 
that Delaware never has been 
as cold as Alabama once was. 
Sou th Dakota has been hotter 
than Georgia, Washington state 
has been seven degrees warmer 
than any thing in Sou th Caroli­ 
na’s history , and the coldest it's 
ever been in Rhdde Island is only 
two degrees lower than Lou isi­ 
ana’s minimu m. 
The lowest tem peratu re ever 
registered in the United States 
was 66 below at Yellowstone Na­ 
tional Park on Febru ary 9, 1933. 
The highest was 134 at Green­ 
land Ranch, Death Valley , Calif., 
on Ju ly 10, 1913.
